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Students Respond to 
US Troops in Bosnia

The first American troops landed in Bosnia last week while President Clinton and 
Congress continued to debate the role of American troops in the war-tom region. The 
President and Congress are not the only ones debating the troop deployment. When 
posed with the question “What do you think about US troops being sent to Bosnia?” 44% 
of UMass Lowell students disagreed with troops being sent, 28% agreed, and 28% were 
“uninformed.” 

Most of those who opposed US involvement in Bosnia felt that it would escalate 
into another Vietnam. Many also felt that the European community should take more of 
a stand in Bosnia, since the conflict is a European problem. Other students felt that hav¬ 
ing soldiers play peacekeepers is a ridiculous idea, and that 50-year-old politicians should 
not send 20-year-old men and women into a war they are not willing to fight themselves. 
Others opposed the plan because they have loved ones who may be called to serve in 
Bosnia. “Don’t go to war, unless you know the peace you want,” said Mark, a UML stu¬ 
dent. 

Many students who agreed with sending troops to Bosnia felt that it is our moral 
duty to stop the killing and alleviate the suffering of the war victims. They felt that the 
goal of achieving a lasting peace in the region is reason enough for the US to become 
involved. They also believe that the troops’ role is to police, with the ability to react with 
whatever means necessary to enforce the peace. 

The number of students who were “uninformed” about the situation was as large 
as the number of those who agreed with sending troops to Bosnia. Some students had 
very busy schedules and did not hear the latest developments in the news. The majority 
of the students who were uninformed ignored the news reports because they were either 
annoyed or did not care to watch. 


The Art History Club Ventures to the 

National Gallery of Art

On Saturday, December 
2, the Art History Club flew to 
Washington, DC to visit the 
National Gallery of Art. Eight 
students, accompanied by faculty 
advisor Dr. Liana Cheney, partic¬ 
ipated in the one-day event. 

The National Gallery is 
centrally located across from the 
Smithsonian Museums in the area 
known as the “Museum Mile,” 
with views of the Capitol to the 
left and the Washington 
Monument to the right. 
Unfortunately, time did not allow 
for visits to these national land¬ 
marks. The group spent the entire 
day viewing the works of the 
many major artists displayed in 
both the East Wing (20th century) 
and the West Wing (12th-19th 
centuries) of the museum. 

Highlights of the perma¬ 
nent exhibits included Giotto’s 
“Madonna and Child,” c. 1320; 
Leonardo da Vinci’s portrait of 
“Ginevra de Benci,” c. 1474; 
Raphael’s “Alba Madonna,” c. 


1510; and an exquisitely detailed 
rendering of “The Annunciation,” 
c.1434, painted in oil by the 
Dutch artist Jan Van Eyck. 

In addition to the incred¬ 
ible masterpieces on permanent 
display, the museum is currently 
hosting a number of special 
exhibits. On display in the East 
Wing, the Chatsworth collection 
contains a number of spectacular 
old master drawings. 
Chatsworth, residence of the 
dukes of Devonshire and located 
in northern England, houses an 
impressive collection of art that 
includes paintings and sculpture, 
antique gems and jewelry, porce¬ 
lain and ceramics, and the selec¬ 
tion of drawings lent for this 
exhibit. The Chatsworth collec¬ 
tion is considered to be one of the 
finest private collections of draw¬ 
ings in the world. The artists fea¬ 
tured in the exhibit include 
Rembrandt, Raphael, Carracci, 
and Andrea del Sarto. Some of 
the drawings are preparatory 
studies, while others are complet¬ 
ed works. The Renaissance’s 
attention to design and drafts¬ 
manship is displayed in these 


inspiring works, which are on dis¬ 
play until December 31. 

Another popular exhibit 
in the East Wing features an 
extraordinary display of works by 
American artist Winslow Homer 
(1836-1910). The show contains 
examples of Homer’s major 
works from various periods in his 
career, beginning with the post- 
Civil War, American period 
(“Sharpshooter,” c. 1863); and 
continuing into the final decade 
of his life (“Right and Left,” c. 
1909). The latter period repre¬ 
sents his' reflections on life’s 
experiences in “some of the most 
ambitious and complex pictures 
of his career.” Homer’s works 
display “classic” images of 
American life “expressed through 
his vigorous brush strokes and 
skilled use of light and color.” 
The lively and sometimes 
delightful subject matter depicted 
appeals to the viewer. His 
“Breezing Up (A Fair Wind),” c. 
1876, portrays an idyllic summer 
sailing scene. Homer incorpo¬ 
rates the youthful spirit of adven¬ 
ture into the scene as a sailboat 
precariously dips to the left while 


four youths sit calmly balanced 
on the right side of the craft. The 
heroic quality of Homer’s depic¬ 
tion of “man’s struggle with the 
sea” is masterfully crafted into 
these seascape portraits. The 
Winslow Homer show continues 
until January 28. 

One of the most impres¬ 
sive special exhibits is that of 
17th-century Dutch artist 
Johannes Vermeer (1632-1675). 
The group was privileged to 
receive special VIP passes for this 
show, courtesy of Congressman 
Marty Meehan. 

Approximately nineteen 
works by Vermeer, lent from var¬ 
ious museums throughout Europe 
and the United States, are on view 
until February 11, 1996 in the 
West Wing of the gallery. The 
paintings of contemporary Dutch 
scenes are transformed “into 
expressions of perfect balance 
and harmony through the artist’s 
mastery of color, light, and per¬ 
spective.” 

Vermeer’s use of the 
innovative camera obscura is 
also incorporated into these small 
genre scenes. The visual effects 


created by his use of this optical 
device are particularly evident in 
“The Girl With a Red Hat,” c. 
1665. The intensity of color and 
dramatic “depth of field” are both 
elements in the camera-obscura 
image created with the aid of the 
convex lens. A finely crafted 
example of this technical device 
is also on display. Although the 
Vermeer show is small in com¬ 
parison the Homer exhibition, it 
is nonetheless equally notable. 

The group thoroughly

In September, the new 
Honors Program came in, with a rush, 
throughout the University. From this 
coming-in, what has been the income? 
Are the students therefore the 
University— any the better for it? Is it 
proving a success? What does it 
augur for the future? 

Certainly, it hasn't brought 
any "greenbacks" to the participants, 
but that was never its purpose. Right 
from the start, it was intended to meet 
the educational needs of the brightest 
and most highly motivated students. 
And in that it clearly has met this goal, 
it has provided satisfaction and a 
sense of accomplishment, arduous 
though it has been for everyone. Per 
ardua, ad astra! The experiences so 
far have, in the words of the above 
quotation, indeed been satisfying, as 
well as creative and, in numerous 
instances, beautiful. We have been on 
field trips (which ranged from prob¬ 
ing the possibly primeval mysteries of 
the standing stones of Druid Hill in 
Lowell to visiting "Haystack" Radio 
Astronomy Observatory in Westford, 
as well as taking a cruise on the 
Pawtucket Canal and touring the Boot 
Mill as part of our exploration of the 
Lowell National Historical Park.) 
There were 16 Honors courses provid¬ 
ed for first and second year* students 
this semester, and there will be anoth¬ 
er 16 or so courses available for the 
1996 Spring Semester.

needed. Students wishing to engage 
in an Honors Contact should discuss 
this with their instructor and com¬ 
plete the requisite form during this 
"Add/Drop" period, for ratification 
by the Honors Council. 

On the social side, the 
Freshman Honors Society (Alpha 
Delta Lambda) has been thriving. 
New students who obtain a GPA cum 
grade of 3.5 or better are eligible for 
induction into the Society, which 
presently numbers over 200 of our 
best students. An interesting offshoot 
of this venture has been the very 
recent formation of a "Wise-Guys 
Club" for all students (non-Honors as 
well as Honors), with the Dean of 
Freshmen, Dr. James Donohoe 
(Southwick 310, ext 2354) as Advisor. 
This fulfills the wish of a group of 
Honors students who, in a "rap ses¬ 
sion" earlier this month at a "pizza 
party" expressed a wish for an 
Honors club. Another wish that is 
currently being addressed is the 
issuance of an Honors newsletter. We 
are seeking writers, illustrators, pho¬ 
tographers, artists, proofreaders, com¬ 
puter experts, and all manner of 
helpers to assist the Editor, Dr. 
Francesca Tillona of the English 
Department (O'Leary 435, ext. 4185). 
Students who have interest in club 
activities are urged to contact Dean 
Donohoe and/or the Associate 
Honors Director Eugene Mellican 
(Philosophy, Olney 102D, ext. 2527). 

Last, but by no means least, 
is the inducement to undertake under¬ 
graduate research as a component of 
the Honors experience. An event that 
al should keep in mind is the second 
system-wide University of 
Massachusetts Annual Conference on 
Undergraduate Research, Scholarly 
and Public Service Activities, which is 
to be held on April 30, 1996 at the 
UMass-Amherst campus. This, too, is 
open to all students and we are hop¬ 
ing that our UML students will make 
an even stronger showing than at the 


previous (first) conference, when 5 of 
our student contributions won an 
award for excellence in presentation! 
And of the 30 papers presented last 
April, at least 2 are in the process of 
submission for publication in leading 
professional journals (1 is already 
being refereed). It is not too early to 
start now to prepare your contribu¬ 
tions. And while on the subject of 
awards, it is gratifying to report that 
at the recent annual meeting of the 
National Collegiate Honors Council, 
our UMass-Lowell Honors Program 
was one among the five institutional 
programs from the entire country to 
win the prestigious Portz Award. This 
carries a grant of $500 which is "tangi¬ 
ble income" to be used for the further¬ 


ance of our Honors Program and for 
the general benefit of the University at 
large. For further details of this, or 
any of the above, please contact the 
Honors Director, Dr. Eric Sheldon 
(Physics, ext.

University Park, Pa.- Thousands 
of Penn State students rallied 
against racism this month after

According to Penn State

ries and a dining hall, while 
“KKK” was scrawled on the door 
of a black student. 

In response to the racial 
slurs, 20 student groups put 
together a rally against racism 
that drew nearly 2,000 students 
and professors. Administrators 
urged professors to cancel classes 
so that students could attend the 
hour-long event. 

“We all felt we had to 
take a stand,” said Nancy A. 
Williams, a Penn State 
spokesperson. 

To date, the university 
has no suspects as to who did the 
vandalism.

A Dining Alternative to Boston 


La Boniche 

110 Gorham St.. Lowell 
(508) 458-9473 

La Boniche is an anom¬ 
aly in downtown Lowell. This 
charming little French bistro on 
Gorham Street near St. Peter’s 
Church is totally incongruous 
with its surroundings. Owner 
Anna Jabar lias transformed 
what was once Nicky’s, a hang¬ 
out of Jack Kerouac, into a 
restaurant that can hold its own 
with the best of Boston. 

I tried both lunch and 
dinner and was very impressed 
with everything about this place. 
The decor makes you feel like 
you’re in France. There is a bar 
and a small yellow and white 
dining room, which is tastefully 


decorated with floral curtains 
and simple tapestries. The tables 
are bare hardwood and the food 
is served on bright Fiesta ware. 

The lunch menu is sim¬ 
ple and includes a couple of 
sandwiches and a small selection 
of entrees. The dinner menu is a 
little more formal, with selec¬ 
tions of seafood, chicken, lamb 
and a T-bone steak. There are 
also several appetizers, which 
are mostly seafood. There is a 
large selection of specials for 
both lunch and dinner. 

From the lunch menu 1 
tried the baked stuffed eggplant, 
which consisted of a half egg¬ 
plant stuffed with ground beef 
and chunks of lamb, with melted 
cheese and herbs. For dinner I 
tried the rack of lamb for two. 
Both of these items were done to 


perfection. The quality of the 
food here is phenomenal. 
Everything they make is cooked 
to order from scratch, so the wait 
is sometimes long. The results 
are more than worth the wait, 
however. The desserts are also 
handmade and are as good as the 
entrees. 

For an alternative to 
Boston on a special occasion. La 
Boniche is definitely worth a try. 
The prices range from $ 10 to 
$14 for lunch, including a drink 
and a tip. Dinner is about twice 
that. La Boniche is open 
Tuesday through Friday from 
12:30 PM to 2:30 PM and from 
5:30 PM to 9 PM, and Saturday 
from 5:30 PM to 9 PM.
